VETERAN SCOUTS ORGANIZING 


aroused ‘in ‘the effort to register all 
boy scouts and scout workers, eligible 
for membership, {n the Veteran Scout 
This ig a new develop- 
ment which promises to be of great 
ignificance in scouting. | Membership 
in this association Is open to all firet- 
class scouts and to all scout officials 
of a total of five years’ service. Here- 
tofore the organization of this assocl- 
ation has been. rather Idose, but. of 
late there has been a movement, which 
ig now rapidly. spreading, to organize 
the veteran Ecouts of each city into 
’ It is estimated that nearly: 

50,000 men and older boys are eligible. 

The Veteran ‘Scout Corps of Phil- 
adelphia is. now, perhaps, the most 
fully developed of any. 
Kern, assistant. scout executive, ae- 
scribes It in part as follows; | 

"The local members of the Veteram 
association have 
themselves into a corps which holds 
regular, sessions twice a year, At 
each of these sessions some. éntertain- 
ment feature fg provided, or a program 
of reminiscence besides these regular 
An interesting feature of 
the organization of the cotps fs. the 
class plan by which are Usted in the 
same group all who became veterans 
the same yenr; for instance, we have — 
the classes of 1915, 1916, ete. Back . 
on¢ of these classes {3 organized with 
a chairman, and has ngreed to under 
take some service to scouting In gen- 
eral, The corps, a8 a whole, hag of- 
fered its service to ald new scout- 
masters or to act temporgrily for 
scoutmnastera who may be called away 
from their troops." 

Many other councils have organ- 
{zed, or are planning to do so slong 
these lines. This gives a national plan 
for organizing which will retain the in- 
terest of the older boys. . 
something the need for which has 
been felt and which promises 
to do much to strengthen the effective- 
Plans are now belng 
considered for the standardization | of 
the local veteran scout corps, and. for 
their definite registration at the na- 
tional scout office.
